testimony in the recent Denver 
| Tramway Company case. 
Close questioning by Attorney Sam 
Haskins, corporation counsel, evoked 
ee yr further admissions from Wil- 

cox, who is being paid $5000 a month 
by the City Council to make a valu- 
ation study of the street-car com- 
pany’s property with a view of rec- 
ommending the advisability of the 
purchasé and operation of the yellow 
lines by the city. 

ESTIMATES OVERRULED 


That his estimate of the valuation 
of the Minneapolis Street Railway 
Company approximately $%11,- 
000,000, but the court before which 
the case was taken found it to be 
$22,000,000. 

That he estimated the value of the 

Denver Tramway Company's system 
to be $7,500 000, but tle master fixed 
it at $20,000,000. ar. even split be-

This part of the cross-examination, 
intended to influence the weight the 
commission will give to Wilcox's val- 
uation estimate, was marked by 
sharp conflict between Attorney Has- 
kins and-City Attorney Stephens. 
Stephens strenuously objected to 
the possible introduction of a,copy 
of Federal Court opinion, seven pages 
of which were devoted to telling why 
the judge considered Wilcox was not 
qualified as an “expert” or competent 
engireer in the Denver case. 
Stephens stated that if the opinion 
was received in evidence he wanted 
to put tn evidence to show that Wil- 
cox has strong reason to believe the 
Federal judge was affected by cir- 
cumstances outside the official rec- 
ord 


Commissioner Louttit ruled that 
evidence not in the record would not 
be received by him. 


HASKINS SCORES POINT 


Haskins then scored a point by de- 
claring that he had no intention of 
introducing the opinion, but merely 
cited it as an authority in the same 
manner that Wilcox had already re- 
ferred to numerous other court de- 
cisions.

(Continued from First Page) 
actual operation cost is excessive by 
$370,000. He stated that this amount 
represents duplication in allowance 
for depreciation, e.cessive estimates 
for structuses and losses and other. 
things. He also testified that in his 
opinion the operating costs for 1927 
should be reduced by 8200,000 less 
than they were in 1926, instead of 
more. He termed 1926 an abnormal 
year. 

ACCURACY DENIED 
Richard Sathse, consulting engi- 
neer for the railway, denied’ the ac- 
curacy of these statements and by a 
long series of questions involving sta- 
tistics sought to shake Wilcox'’s con- 
tention. 


During his testimony Wlilcqx esti- 
mated the increment in the corpora- 
tion’s lands to be approximately 
$4,500,000, which he said should not 
be wholly included in a rate base.

Attorney Haskins urged the com- 
mission to take immediate action on 
the emergency rate petition. He 
stated that the corporation's finan- 
cial condition is critical because it 
has stretched its credft, adding that 
there is not one scintilla of evidence 
which does not show that at least 
some increase is not justificd. 

City Attorney Stephens stated that 
if it is true, as testified by Wilcox, 
that there were between 7,000,000 
and 8,000,000 free rides for city, 
county, Federal and State em- 
ployees last year, it is conclusive that 
the rider who pays a fare should not 
have to carry the additional burden.

Time and again, 
workmen, in digging a ditch or spading a 
garden have unearthed skeletons, or 
parts of skeletons, which for a time raised 
hopes that the remains of the Indian prin- 
cess had at last been found. But such 
Hopes have always been short-lived. 

Now learned citizens of Gravesend once 
more engaged in argument over the last 
resting place of “the beautiful savage.” 
Three distinct schools of thought appear 
to exist. 

There are those who hold positively 
that the bones of Pocahontas lie under St. 
George’s church, Gravesend. 

Opposed to this group and advancing 
evidence which seems to them convincing 
are those who declare that the Indian 

* burial place is under or in the 
vicinity of the White Post Tavern, a local 
hostelry.

Toxin-Antitoxin at Auburn, N. Y. 
Recently an Associated Press dispatch 

came opt with the following: 


“Auburn today established a world’s rec- 
ord of immunization from diphtheria, com- 
pleting its third year since the inoculation 
of the children of the city without a death 


from the disease. 


“The city was selected for trial of the 
Schick test in 1922 and in 1923-24 Auburn 
children were vaccinated against the mal.- 
ady. In all,.6072 youngsters were inoculat- 


ed with toxin-antitoxin for complete immu- - 
nization. Children who have been retreated © 


and found negative number 3008. The 
work was done under the supervision of Dr. 
Frederick Sears of the State Health Depart- 
ment, and Dr. Thomas C. Sawyer, local 
health officer.” 


From reading the above and without fur- 
ther investigation, one would think that a 
clear-cut case had been established for tox- 
in-antitoxin, the injection treatment of ba- 
cillus diphthericus under the assumption 
that it will protect children against djptheria. 

Now let’s hear the other side of the case. 

From Bulletin 196, which is issued by the 
Citizens’ Medical Reference Bureau of 226 
West 47th street, New York, and which may 
be procured by anyone who is interested, 
for three cents, I quote the following:

as immunized through the Schick treat- 
ment and yet in whom there were no fa- 
talities from the disease. The total num- 
ber of children is estimated at 12,000.

“In the most of the 
danger in fasting is due to the way it is 
‘broken. Many people exhibit many differ- 
ent conditions after a fast and require han- 
dime accordingly. 

“One who has had the advantage of ob- 
serving thousands of fasters is familiar with 
some who, on resumption of food, exhibit 
alarming symptoms, that is alarming to the 
inexperienced. 

“In one case the ‘send-for-a-doctor’ cry 
‘was raised, probably to shift the responsibil- 
ity on someone else. The doctor may make 
the mischief worse, if he has had no training 
or experience in these conditions. 

“Nausea and vomiting, when occurring 
after a fast of a week or more, must not set- 
tle into a habit, or the consequences may be 
serious. 

“Diarrhea sometimes develops on a fast. 
It is always salutary on a fast. A rise in 
temperature, often seen in plethoric individ. 
uals, often causes great alarm, but this is 
also salutary. The diarrhea is caused by 
some highly poisonous supstafice which 
has either been detached from the walls of 
the colon, liquefied, and absorbed into the 
blood, or by poisons thrown into the -colon, 
after being gathered from the body empire 
where it was maturing into a growth (and 
operation) probably.

Round she slued, 
head-on to the watery terror, with enough 
way on her to carry her right into it! 

Things looked pretty bad. The waterspout 
watn’t more than a hundred yards away 
right ahead when we got her under control 
with the hand-gear aft and sent the ship 
turning tail due south until we had put a safe 
distance between her and the enemy she ap- 
parently wanted to try conclusions with. 
The spout, as if scorning to chase an oppo- 
nent that wouldn't stand to fight, sheered off 
to the northeast after its consort, and was 
soon lost to view. 

It didn't take us long to the steam 
steering-gear, and in an hour or so the Moro 
was again on her proper course 

She gave us no more frights during the 
rest of the run to Boston, where we duly dis- 
charged our sugar cargo and were ordered 
to proceed in ballast to a port in Texas, to 
load general cargo in our holds for Hull, and 
timber on the trunk-decks for Hamburg. 
This order occasioned many misgivings and 
head-shakings among the officers and crew. 


“Now we're in for it!” was the general 


gloomy opinion. “A deck cargo in the North 
Atlantic in winter—and on this ship of all 
ships! She'll never get half-way across; 
she'll either turn turtle in a gale of wind 
through losing half her deck cargo on one 
side, or else she'll lose the whole lot.” 

We were berthed alongside a rough scaf- 
folding arrangement grandiloquently termed 
the something-or-other “Wharf,” situated in 
the bight of a small bay in the river which 
was officially entitled “The Dock.” 

Now the port authorities had never before 
had a Moro to deal with, but she soon took 
good care to let them know how deficient 
that branch of their education had been 
hitherto. She lay at the wharf as cuiet and 
innocent as a lamb all the first day and 
night, but she was only awaiting her oppor- 
tunity for mischief. This arrived on the 
second day in the shape of a sudden half- 
hurricane of wind.

port everything went well until we reached 
the longitude of South Greenland, and were 
about three hundred miles to the southward 
of its icy mountains. Then the fine weather 
we had hitherto encountered began to leave 
us 


During a heavy roll to starboard three 
great logs in the underneath layer suddenly 
slued their forward ends round and pointed 
out like great gun-muzgles to the starboard 
beam, the inboard ends being still held tight- 
ly, either by the lashings or the weight of 
the upper logs. 

The loose logs fhaintained their “run out” 
positions until about eight bells—eight p.m. 
-—-when another extra heavy roll to star- 
board occurred at the change of wheel, 
whereupon all three shot out like discharged 
torpedoes and disappeared from sight in the 
darkness. It will give you some idea of the 


size and weight of the logs when I tell you 


that even the loss of these three from the 
starboard side caused a small but distinct 
list to port. 

Our attention was so much concentrated on 
the starboard aspect that nobody thought of 
looking over to port until an ordinary sea- 
man called an officer's notice to five under- 
neath logs on the portside, which were point- 
ing out to sea. These also appeared to be 
held fast inboard by some unknown agency. 
Hardly had we discovered the loose timber 
than the Moro again showed her almost hu- 
man capriciousness by suddenly “discharg- 
ing” three of the logs, thus bringing herself 
to an even keel again! 

The two logs that still protruded remained 
in position for the rest of the night. 

Just after breakfast, however, the ship 
broached to a little, and before she could 
be got head-on again; down crashed a mon- 


ster green-back upon the whole léngth of the 


starboard side. The Morp rolled over to 
port and stayed there, all but on her beam- 
ends. 

The starboard trunk-deck, we saw to our 
horror, was as clean and clear of everything 
an on the day she was launched. Nothing 
remained but a few rags of rope-lashing and 
some links of chain, still attached to broken 
stanchions or ring-bolts. 

All the portside logs were now complete- 
ly under water, of course, owing to the 
ship’s terrible list—-a list so steep that there 
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was no standing upright anywhere without 
holding on to something. The helm had 
jammed itself hard over to port and couldn't 
be moved an inch by all the steam on the 

steering-gear. 


The seas were now and again pouring 
down the funnel which, like the masts, was 
lying almost level with the water. The fires 
in the stokehold were very soon extin- 
guished, and the firemen and engineers were 
severly scalded by the choking steam and 
the fine ash from the suddenly-doused fires. 
The Moro, we believed, had played per last

At length, about nine o’clock, a terrific 
mountain of water was seen sweeping down 
upon us from the port side, and everybody 
dashed to whatever cover was immediately 
available. Clean over the whole ship it 
broke, plunging everything into a dark green 
world of waters that seemed to be above and 
all around us. The various rooms or berths 
were in complete darkness. 


This awful suspense lasted probably less 
than half a minute, but to each of us it was 
like an eternity. The Moro gave one mighty 
plunge—nobody knew in what direction— 
and then, by painfully glow degrees, the 
blessed daylight again flooded the area of 
vision. 

Some little time passed before any of us 
realized the ship was on an even keel once 
more, though still rolling and pitching as 
any vessel would do in such a gale when not 
ander control. Then, one by one, we rushed | 
to the port side and looked over on to the 
trunk-deck. 

It was as bare as the starboard trypk! 

The monster sea that had threatened our 
complete destruction had instead been the 
agent of our salvation, carrying away the 
whole port-side cargo at one swoop! | 

What a scene of havoc we beheld about 
the decks! Tall steel ventilators had been 
snapped off at their sockets like so many 
match-sticks. The boat-davits had followed 
their respective boats over the side. The | 
lower bridge was gone and the upper bridge 
rested perilously upon three bent and twist- 
ed stanchions. The top half of the funnel 
had disappeared. The Moro looked as if 
she had been used as a practice target for a 
squadron of battleships. 

But we were still afloat on an even keel 
and relatively high out of the water. 

The gale started to m te from that 
time on, and In due course we reached the 
mouth of the Humber and took the Hull 
pliot aboard.

The “Old Ironsides” incident proved that 
staging a sea battle wasn’t so difficult when 
one had the proper equipment.

tion of his “signal corps” to film the landing 
of several thousand volunteers during one 
of his Cuban sequences. Here, again, it 
worked perfectly. 

It wasn’t long, though, before difficulties 
cropped up faster than weeds. One of the 
worst of the problems was presented by 
young Mr, William Wellman who had just 
drawn the assignment of directing the film- 
ing of a story of the air, “Wings.” The high 
spot of the story is the famous St. Mihiel 
drive and Wellman decided that if such was 
the case the St. Mihiel drive would have to 
be refought for the purposes of the produc- 
tion. No funny business of a few close-ups 
garnished with a sprinkling of exploding 
bombs.

The new “yes” man promptly assumed the 
role of “hello” man, mechanical engineer 
and field marshal. His first move was the 
organization of the “signal corps.” Then 
the staff got busy. 

One of the first steps outlined in the pro- 
gram was the erection of a hundred-foot 
parallel at one end of the battle area.

Here were five different methods of com- 
munication thrown into play and all doing 
their part in the scheme of things pertaining 
to the refighting of one of the world’s most 
famous battles. Just before the start of 
activities, however, the “yes” man had an- 
other idea. He knew that the foreground 
action might be taken care of by the ampll- 
fiers but he preferred to take no chances. 
Thereupon he conscripted the services of four 
buglers, making six different and distinct 
types of signals and communication neces- 
sary for the staging of war for motion pic-

One slip 
‘while the cameras were grinding would have 
meant ruin to thousands of feet of film and 
the subsequent loss of thousands of dollars.

Wellman 
‘stood at the side of his signalman, talking in 
ah ordinary tone of voicé, sending in tanks — 
here and ordering explosions there; direct-

S A RESULT of a long experience at 
sea, I fully believe that ships are born, .

On the occasion of the Moro’s launching, 
she began her charateristic antics in her 
very cradle, so to speak, before she took 
water at all. 


Through somebody's miscalculation of dis- 
tance, as she was gliding down the “ways,” 
some projecting object on her upper deck 
caught a scaffolding on which twenty men 
were at work, bringing the whole thing 
down with a crag Two of the workmen 
were killed outright and all the others more 
or less seriously injured, 

The steamer ran next into and sank her 
starboard tug, causing many thousands of 
pounds’ damage through the consequent de- 
lay to the shipping in the river, for the 
sunken tug-lay right across the fairway and 
no vessel of any size could proceed either 
up or down-stream until the - wreck bad been, 
blown up. The courts found that the newly- 
born Moro could not be held responsible for 
the damage, as she was not under her own 
power at the time of the accidents, and not 
as yet in charge of her owners. 

Then,.on her maiden trip, she ran ashore 
in the Channel while outward bound, and 
two-thirds of her coal cargo had to be jetti- 
soned to enable her to float off again, which 


-she did with no damage at all to herself. 


Again the courts found that the stranding 


' had occurred through “an act of God,” and 


not through any fault of the master or ship- 


owners, so the cargo insurance companies 


had to pay up for the lost coal and look 
pleasant over it. |

It was presently noticed that though the 
propeller was still churning away merrily, 
the ship was maki no headway through 
the water! We speedily discovered that she

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FEW years ago an eminent man of let-

be allowed to go unread, “The Life of The 
Bee” was discussed throughout the length 
and breadth of this country. It was full of 
charm and, incidentally; it contained a good 
deal + sound information about the bee, 
and the impressions which had endured with 
peeaple since the “How doth. the little ve 
bee—" days revived. It began to be gen 

ly admitted that the bee was a most re- 
markable little insect. When we go beyond 


the characteristics and habits of the bee 4 


and get into the subject of its significance 
tO man as a producer of honey, we are 
bound to recognize it as a creature of decid- 
ed economic importance. 


Scientists tell us that the bee probably 
came into being late in the Carboniferous 
age, about the time the flowering plants 
wére emerging. Down through the ages the 


- honey bee perfected its special organs which 


enabled it to transform the fragrance and 
very essence of the flowers into one of the 
finest foods known to man. In return, the 
bee has repaid the blossems by cross-pol- 
lenizing them, bringing them to ever in- 
creasing variety and beauty. The bee rep- 
_ resents the highest form of invertebrate life. 
as man represents the highest form of ver- 
tebrate life. Research has established the 
fact that bees have had close relationship 
with man for at least 3000 years. The poets 
of ancient Greece sang of the bee; there 
are many references to honey in the Old as 
well as the New Testament. 3 
The bee can give the whole world lessons 
on conservation. It takes what would other- 
wise be a waste product, and without im- 
poverishing anything, creates a delicious 
and highly nourishing food, bringing in- 
creased seed and fruit production to the 
plants from which it gets its supply of raw 
material.

SOME BEE HISTORY 


All the hive bees of the United States 
have been imported from other countries, 
the most common being the Italian, the 
Carniolan, from Austria, the black from Ger- 
many. The blacks are not popular, because 
of their extreme irritability, but something 
of the black strain is maintained in the 
cross breeds, for the sake of the “spunk” it 
gives the gentle Italian and Carniolan types. 
A certain amount of spirit seems a necessa- 
ry thing, for colonies have to defend them- 
selves, at times, against robber bees, and 
marauding skunks. Innumerable strains

OBS technical agricultural education 
pay the man or boy who makes such 

an investment in the form of two or 
more years’ work, or of extra courses in 
night school or extension work from the 
State University? The answer is emphatic- 
ally in the affirmative. Agricultural educa- 
tion pays in monetary return to those who 
go into the fields opening all the time for 
technical work as well as those who are 
producers. There never was greater neces- 
sity for scientific production than now, 
there never was greater opportunity in tech- 
nical work for those who are trained for it. 
The old idea of the futility af agricultur- 


‘al training for the farmer has given way as 


the frost before the rays of the orchard 
heater. We know now that it takes know- 
ledge to be a good farmer. Agricultural col- 
leges have been considered by many as hav- 
ing a doubtful value and their graduates as 
impractical dreamers, but men acquainted 
with the agricultural situation feel that 
more scientific information will increase 
the. farmers’ chances for success. Experi- 
ence alone may have been good enough 
some time ago, but the cost of gaining it is 
too great for the farmers of today who wish 
to keep up the standard of living for them- 
selves and their families. 


Young men trained the school way may 
enter agricultural work either as producers 
working in orchards and on farms, or as 
technical workers in many lines. After two 
years or more of training they find them- 
selves qualified for promising positions. In 
either kind of work their chance for ad- 
vancement is better than if they had had 
no training. 

Training is equally valuable to farmers 
and ranchers, who must keep abreast of the 
times in such things as choice and care of 
crops, fertilization, packing, and

A Vaciium Cleaner For 
Hen House 


A new vacuum cledner designed to re- 


lieve the poultryman of one of his most dis- 
agreeable duties, has been announced by 
Ben F. Moses, secretary of the California 
Committee on the Relation of Mlectricity to 
Agriculture. According to Moses; who is in 
the Agriculture Engineering Division of the 
University of California, the machine fs de- 
signed to take the litter from the floors of 
the poultry houses, and may be used to blow 
it into the orchards near by, saving any 
ordinary handling.

smaller the percentage of stock which he 
leaves to produce seed. He repeats the 
culling as often as the field is gone over 
for shipping stock. Naturally, some of the 
plants which are cut are suitable for ship- 
ping but fall short of the standard for seed 
purposes. The heads finally left are those 
which make seed. 

When this method is followed, only a few 
selected plants are permitted to come into 
bloom. Often plants in neighboring fields 
that are too poor to cut for market are al- 
lowed to bloom and as these cross readily 
with the selected plants, the progeny are 
usually very inferior. Fields which are 
grown for seed should be at least half a 
mile apaft. The flowers of this plant are 
mostly imsect-pollinated and the greater 
the distamce between fields, the less the 
danger of cross-pollination. Cauliflowers 
and all varieties of cabbage, kale, Brussel 
sprouts and kohl rabi cross freely, and 
therefore these crops should not be grown 
for seed purposes in close proximity to 


each other. 
BIRDS LIKE 'EM 


Growers producing seed usually find it 
necessary to provide for protection against 
birds as these break the pods open and 
eat the seed. Frampton Brothers who pro- 
duce seed at their Artesia ranch tried to 
keep the birds away by means of shotguns 
but this required the constant attendance 
of one man and the use of considerable am- 
munition during the ripening of the seed 


# and then met with only partial success. 


Cheesecloth has been used in some sec- 
tions to save the seed from being shat- 
tered out by birds. A number of cauli- 
flower heads were: covered in this mannér 
_Jast year on the Frampton Ranch and this 
ptactice saved considerable seed. Indi- 
vidual bagged plants averaged two ounces 
of seed each, whereas unbagged plants 
averaged about one half that much. 


The plan for the 1927 seed crop as out- 
lined by D. L. Frampton, of this farming 
firm, is to use beet pulp sacks to cover 
the plants as the seed becomes ripe. Large 
sacks are absolutely necessary because of 
the size of the mature cauliflower plants. Re- 
ports from various sections indicate that 
yields of 200 pounds of seed per acre are 
sometimes secured. The yield is in propor- 
tion to the degree of rogueing that has 
been practiced. : 


KEEP SEED DRY 3 
When the pods have matured and are 


brown in color the plants are cut below the. 


branches and laid on large canvas sheets 
or on a concrete floor to dry. Some grow- 
ers prefer to keep the seed off the ground 
and therefore raise the canvas tarpaulins 
holding it with rails or trestles. The seed 
should not become moldy or damp or its 
germination is affected. Two or. three 
weeks after harvesting, it can be thrashed 
or rolled out with a flail. The seed is then 
cleaned and sacked, Sacks are filled only 
“partly so that they may be turned overy 
day for about two weeks to cure the seed 
thoroughly.

It is generally recognized by the grow- 
ers that some plant selection plus careful 
rogueing is essential in order to develop 
a .good strain. D, L. .Frampton recently 
a project on seed improvement 
which should prove interesting. The three 
best cauliflower plants in his seed plot 
were staked on March 2 just as they were 
mature for market pUtrposes. Cages three 
feet and a half square and four feet high 
were built for each of the three plants. 
The frame of the cage is made of wood 
and the covering to keep out the insects is 
of muslin. These cages were placed over 
the plants April 11. All of the plants had 
just previous to this well sprayed 
with blackleaf 40 to kill any aphids that 
might have been present. This precaution 
is necessary, since conditions within the 
cage are usually ideal for aphis attack, and 
unless the aphis are kept in ‘check thé 
plants may be destroyed. 

Ladybird beetles ‘may also be enclosed 
with each plant. These are an effective 
check against aphis. Pollination within 
the cages could ‘be facilitated if a few flies 
or other insects were to be enclosed with- 
in the cage. Of course a few insects of 
Various species will usually hatch out with- 
in the cage after the plant is enclosed. _ 


A WORK OF YEARS 

Mr. Frampton plans to harvest the seed 
from each plant separately. The seed from 
his three plants will then be planted side 
by side in parallel rows where they can be 
compared. Only one of the progeny will 
be kept for seed purposes, the remainder 
to be harvested and sent to the market. A 
number of the best plants within the se- 
lected rows are to be enclosed again and 
the remainder of the lot left to open pollin- 
ation to produce seed for the commercial 
crop the following year. By following this 
system for a number of years, Mr. Framp- 
ton plans to secure a gradual improvement 
in uniformity and in quality. 

The careful selection of seed by grow- 
ers enables them to become expert in the 
production of seed which meets their con- 
ditions and which also makes them inde- 
pendent of outside seed sources. Growers 
who purchase seed can well afford to give 
a preference to sources which have been 
previously tried out. Where seed can be 
obtained from the same grower for a num- 
ber of years, this may be for 
the small cauliflower grower. 


They Made a “Killing” 


in Spinach 


ANAHEIM.—The little town of Greenville 
near here has its quota of progressive and 
successful farmers, and among them is 
Stephen Griset who, with William Arm- 
strong, made what would be called in the 
stock market a “killing” in spinach this sea- 
son. They report an average yield of ten 
tons to the acre, eight tons from the first 
cutting.

These spinach growers had no difficulty in 
marketing their cfop, Mr. Griset getting $20 
a ton from a Fullerton cannery and Mr. 
Armstrong sending his to Los Angeles. The 
particular advantage of the spinach crop, 
they say, is that it is a “transient tenant” of 
the soil; the land after the crop was lifted 
was ready for the sowing of beans. 

Mr. Griset owns 100 acres of land and 
farms 200. Two wells supply him with plen? 
ty of irrigation water. He has a herd of 
thirty dairy cows and although they are

the tonnage is thereby reduced. The con- 
tract with laborers sometimes calls for the 
removal of doubles when the first hoeing 
takes place, but this is very seldom done, 
as the contract laborer is always in a hurry 


to finish as quickly as possible. 


Some of 


the growers are getting around this situa- 
tion by paying thinners a per acre bonus 
providing the percentage of doubles is held 
to a certain low point. 

The perfect stand of beets is considered 
to be one beet to every twelve inches, It 
has been found by experimental work that 
on the average this is the best distance for 
planting and will return the maximum ton- 
nage. If the land is not particularly fertile, 
a wider spacing might be advisable.

This man, who knew what proper 


thinning should be, stood over the laborers 
and saw that the job was properly done. Of 


the grower had to pay his superin- 


tendent a few dollars for his work, and also

pay more per acre for the extra care 


taken by the thinners; still, his production 
per acre should be at least two tons higher 
than that of the average field thinned on or- 


dinary 


contract. This careful work and 


slight added outlay of cash will undoubted- 
ly return the grower a handsome profit. 
“Blocking” ahead of thinning is a practice 
which is advisable if it can possibly be done. 
Blocking is the hoeing out of the proper 


spaces, 


leaving the remaining beets in small 


bunches to be given the final thinning later, 
Contract laborers will not do this at the or- 


dinary 


contract prices because it involves 


more time and labor and will not return 
them as much money per day as they would 
like to make.. However, blocking is a desir- 
able practice. It gives a better spacing be- 
tween plants and removes the temptation to 


hoe too 


close to the beet which is to be left, 


as the final thinning is practically all pull- 


ing by hand. 


It gives the thinner a better 


chance to select his beet than where he hoes 
with one hand and pulls with the other, 
and, last of all, it helps to eliminate doubles. 
Even though the grower might have to pay 
more for this operation, under ordinary con- 


ditions, 


he can well afford to do so. 


Leaving the big, husky beet in the blocked 
bunch is also a practice which might be en- 
larged upon considerably by the grower and 
if practiced consistently, would repay him 


many times over. It has 


been proven that 


the undersized plants never catch up with 
the larger ones and that the grower is repaid 
many fold for extra time and money spent 


to select out and leave the big beet.

TIME OF THINNING 


The time of thinning is also very import- 
ant and has a considerable bearing on the 
yield of beets per acre, As a general rule, 
the best time is when the plants have four 
to six true leaves. Experiments along this 
line have proven that a delay of only two 
weeks will lessen the yield as much as a 
ton per acre.. As thinning is delayed, the 
yield is cut down proportionately. 


The average yield of beets per acre has 
been very low in Southern California for the 
past four or five years. This is partly due 
to the dry years which have been expert- 
enced, partly to efforts to grow beets only

With increased sap flow in the trees at 
this season of year, healing processes take 
place more rapidly where there is occasion 
to cut or scrape for disease control meas- 
ures. This is one reason why the spring 
months are best adapted to general scrap- 
ing work for sealy bark disease of the or- 
ange tree. In the districts subject to the 
lower temperatures, diseased areas scraped 
in the spring months will have time to 
harden the new tissye formed following the 
scraping, so that they will not be so sus- 


' geptible to the effects of freezing. 


It is important in the control of Scaly 
Bark of the orange tree that the scraping be 
thorough. That dpes not mean deep scrap- 
ing, but shallow scraping over a broad area 
well beyond the actual scaly area. The op- 


eration will involve scraping over the appar-— 


ently healthy bark immediately surround- 
ing the diseased spot for four or five inches 
outwardly. For example, a scaly area four 
inches in diameter will be in the center of 
a scraped area twelve inches across. 
There are three stages of the disease.

While honey is of:primary importance 
commercially, the profit from the beeswax 
not be overlooked.

The 
inspectors’ positions are held. under civil

is not always the case in other places. As a 
large number of inspectors and deputies are 
employéd throughout the State, many young 
men annually find an opening in their work. 
The applicants need not live in the county 
in which they apply for a ‘position. 
‘Insecticide chemistry is not so well 
known as a field for agriculturally trained 
young men. - Farming companies are turn- 
ing. their attention more and mofe to the 
control of plant anid animal pests and many 
maintain experimental laboratories where 
trained workers develop their fumigating 
agents, insecticides, and sprays. They also 


. wee young men in the sales field to promote 


their merchandise. Those interested in lab- 
oratory.work may also find openings in lah- - 
oratories operated by large orchard com- 
panies and by the State which work with 
soil control and the problems of fertiliza- 


. GOOD POSITIONS OPEN 


Coming from the laboratory to the ae 
trained men find positions as orchard maha- 
gers and superintendents. These ‘ execu- 


tives manage large acreages for companies 
who hold them responsible for-resylts. Thus. 


the men necessarily keep up with the best 
scientific practices and methods of manage- 
ment. The opportunities ‘are to be found 
not alone in this country, as large compan- 
ies in other countries go far afield for 
trained managers. - The development of 
such work depends upon the ability of the 
superintendent, and in this field: the trained 
men can go far... 


Positions calling for sothewhat the same .[-% 


qualifications are those of foremen and 
managers of packing houses. Young .men 
often step from class work to such positions 
when they are qualified to do so. 


Certainly not’ the least. of the openings 


available for trained men is that of ranch 
owner. If the executive and manager need 


_ training, then so much more does the owner 


who does not have large enough holdings 


’ to have experts on his staff. With informa- 


tion about soil chemistry, planting and 


selection of crops, budding, pruning, irrigat-- 
ing, spraying and marketing, he will have 


more chances for success than will a man 
not so equipped with knowledge. 


It isn’t gathered for man’s 
consumption, primarily. Man does not get 
his share until there is a surplus of the 
product. If weather conditions check the 
nectar flow in the plants and blossoms, 
there is only one way a beekeeper can save 
his swarms from starving; he must supply 
them with sugar syrup until the nectar flow 
begins again. 

* Bees do not hibernate through the win- 
ter, nor do they die, if healthy and left with 
sufficient stores of honey to feed them 
through the months when there is no nectar 
available. For this reason, during years of 
light production, an apiarist may well find 
himself without any honey for ‘marketing. 
He is thankful, some seasons, if the bees 
make an average of the fifty pounds of hon- 


_ey to the colony which is the usual store 


left them for food through the winter. - 
When the weather is favorable, and the 


nectar flow is abundant, the production of 


honey proceeds at an amazing rate, and the 
bee man is kept more than busy supplying 
foundations for the beés to build their 
combs upon, providing additional hive room 
for the ever-increasing colonies, taking care 
of newly hatched queens, trying to prevent 
the bees from swarming, and tending to in- 
numerable and highly important details. In 
these good seasons, when the yield is heavy, 
the apiarist .is confronted with another set 
of problems; he must market his crop prof- 
itably, in competition with every other bee 
man who has been fortunate, and, as is the 
case with every industry, honey-marketing 

has problems peculiar to itsslf. :

New Interest in Sweet 
Stock Seen 


RIVERSIDE.—That the citrus industry 
of the State has been developed upon a pol- 
icy that may prove a serious handicap is the 
suggestion of Dr. H. J. Webber, director of 
the University of California Citrus Expert 
ment Station here. Use of sour stock for 
budding purposes has been practically unt- 
versal, but growers, he says, are faced with 
the fact that many trees are failing because 
the scion has outgrown the stock. The 
scions on the older trees, he declares, have 
developed a large overgrowtl, particularly 
noticeable on lemons. In severe cases it is 
found that the trees have reached their 
limit, with consequent dwarfing and 
While the ove wth trouble is not neces 
arily universal, it is yet of such common oc- 
currence that intensive investigation is un- 
der way at the station to develop a possible 
remedy. 

Citrus growers are gradually coming back 
to the use of sweet stock, believes Dr. Web- 
ber. Trouble experienced with the sweet 
stock in the early stages of the industry 
have been largely overcome. The sour stock 
was selected because it was resistant to 
foot rot, but this problem is no longer a 
serious ome to the grower, who has had op- 
portunity during the past twenty years to 
study and avoid it. The station is at pres 
ent engaged in selective experiments on 
root stock. |
